Detective Brings Back Escaped 
Insane Murderer Servin 
‘From Galveston. 


WOULDN'T CHANGE SUIT 


Unkempt, Slayer Took Delight. 
Making Himself Conspicuous . 
With Ragged Costume. 


Mari Emile Serven, the insane mur- 
derer, who together with “‘Biil’’ Dooley, 
the Missouri Feudist, escaped from the 
department for criminals at the State 
Insane Asylum at Farmington, Mo., was 
brought to the Four Courts Tuesday by 
Detective Hugh McFarland. 

Serven had been captured in Galves- 
ton, Tex., and on the journey to Bt. 
Louis .the detective not for a moment 
allowed himself sleep. 

Onee before Serven escaped from the 
institution at Farmington, and as be- 
fore was captured in Galveston. Prob- 
ably no more picturesque prisoner was 
ever brought into the Four Courts. His 
face was covered with a growth of 
beard that had not been disturbed with 
a razor since he left the asylum nearly 
two months age. The cotton shirt that 
he wore when he escaped wags tattered 
and torn. The trousers, cheap black 
jeans, were short, and great holes had 
been worn in them. -A-hat crowned his 
head that a hobe would have scorned 
to wear. His brown eyes darted inquir- 
ing looks at those who surrounded him 
in Chief Desmond's office. 

His eyes at one moment were vacant 
and then they would assume an expres- 
Sion cunning and sullen, 

Detective Exhausted. 

Detective McFarland was nearly ex- 
hausted when he reached the Four 
Courts. He had had no opportunity to 
change his clothing, and he was weary 
from constant watching and loss of 
sleep. 

“When I reached Galveston,” said 
Detective McFarland, I found Ser- 
ven in the County Jail. His costume 
was calculated to attract s0 much at- 
tention that [ wanted himto put on 
other clothes. But he would not permit. 
He even tore his clothes worse on the 
journey, and seems to delight in mak- 
ng himself look as repulsive as pos.- 
sible. He tore off the uppers to his 
shoes to show his feet, sockless. 

“I did not have the temerity to take 
such a looking individual into the sleep. 
ing car, and we rode 'n the smoker al) 
the way. I handcuffed the fellow, and 
put him on the inside. He wanted the 
window raised, and made all kinds of 
efforts to gain a chance of. escape. 

“He had a voracious appetite, and we 
would send the porter out at eating sta- 
t'ons to bring us our meals. I never ‘al- 
lowed him out of my sight for a mo- 
ment. 

“He told me of his escape. He sald 
he made a Key of a pece of wire, and 
opened the doors for himself and Doo- 
ley. They parted company tmmediately 
after they left the Asylum. Dooley took 
to the woods and Serven to the river. 
Serven says that he slept in the days 
and traveled by night. He worked his 
wavy to Galveston, where he says he has 
relatives living. 

Fiolds to Old Clothes. 

“Occasionally he stole short rides on 
freight trains, but most of the t'me he 
He was arrested on board ofa 
German cruiser, the Bremen, by the 
Chief of Police of Galveston, John’ C.

“Monna Vanna’’ is Maurice Maeter- 
linck’s most recent morbidly emotional 
drama, which preaches a sermon of the 
advanced moralities that even the dis- 
ciples of the new eihical thought prefer 
to have practiced on others rather than 
themselves. Mme. Bertha Kalich, who 
has been famous in the Yiddish theaters 
of New York for years, made her first 
appearance on Broadway speaking Eng- 
lish in the role of the Pisan matron, 
the heroine of a strange nocturnal ad- 
venture in the tent of the Florentine 
mercenary of Maeterliuck’s story. 

Maeterlinck wrote the drama in
